The tariff business was practically settled 
yesterday by the refusal of the leading mem- 
bers of the House Conference Committee to 
walk into a trap of their own setting and by 
the refusal of Senators Breck and Bay- 
ARD to enter into a conference hampered by 
a doubt as to the consistence of their own 
action. The attempt to settie the irreconcil- 
able differences of the two Houses and of 
the two parties in each House by a confer- 
ence could hardly have been expected to have 
any other than a farcical ending, and the 
net result of three months of debate and 
wrangle is that while every business interest 
has suffered nothing has been gained and 
nothing has been accomplished. 

The difficulty of the situation, the impossi- 
bility of dealing with the tariff question 
arose from the fact that the tariff was not 
made a party issuein the election of mem- 
bers of Congress, and Republican members 
and Democratic members were elected in- 
differently from protectionist districts, and 
from free trade districts. We may find 
fault with political parties as much as we 
will, but there is no way of carrying 
out a question of general public policy, 
except through the agency of parties. The 
tariff is the most important of all public 
questions at present. It is the one in which 
the general interest is the deepest and most 
widely extended. There is an undoubted 
preponderance of public sentiment in favor 
of reducing the tariff duties, and yet 
that public sentiment is wholly unable to 
make itself effective in legislation be- 
cause the political parties have not yet 
ranged themselves on the one side and on 
the other side of the question. 

The uncertainty over the future of the 
tariff has been a serious injury to every busi- 
ness interest of the country. Had the times

Locating the Exposition Buliding. 
ST. Louts, February 26, 1883, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As you are a man of good taste and judgment, 
don’t you think the Exposition Committee can 
find a better site for the building than Missouri 
Park. There area great many interested who 
think so, and I am one of them, and I will tell you 


why and Ithink you will agree with me. In the 
first place, Missouri Park is too small for the 
proper-sized Exposition and Music Hall com- 


bined (the kind they expect to build), and then it 
will be hemmed in by narrow streets, and one 
side will face on an alley. As it is the intention 
to put up an elegant structure, it should be built 
to face on a wide street or on a park. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce should show thefolly of putting 
up fine buildings on narrow streets. The only 
way a person can get an idea of the architectural 
beauty of that building is from a photograph or 
steel engraving. I hope you will not allow the 


same mistake to be made in the location of the 
Exposition building. Washington Square is the 
best location in the city. There they will have 
room enough to “spread” and elaborate. It can 
then be made to face on Twelfth street, the broad- 
est business street in the city. It would be the 
beginning of a grand comprehensive scheme of 
improvements. Twelfth street would be im- 
proves and widened, aud would be a perfect bee- 
ivefrom Washington to Clark avenue. The 
street in front of the Exposition would soon be 
converted into a fountain square built up with the 
finest buildings in the city. This is no imaginary 
scheme. You can see for yourself that it is a dead 
moral certainty! And no mistake!’ For 

en’s sake, don’t allow them carry out the 
idea of making the Exposition five stories high!

ishment. My child often comes home complain- 
ing of the treatment thus received at school, and 
i speak from personal experience and a full com- 
prehension of the meaning and scope of my de- 
claration when I say the system that makes such 
demands upon the physical resources is cruelly 
and criminaliy wrong. Little ones whose bones 
are not strongly set or muscles developed are ob- 
liged to remain standing with their hands behind 


their backs for twenty or twepty-tive minutes 
at a time.

feet at atime, and even then it should be given 
liberty to move its hands and shift its position 
whenever the weariness of its limbs suggests 
such a change.

Jealousy the Cause-The Murderer Surrenders 
Himself--Belleville News. 


Albert Honesty shot and instantly killed George 
Washington, between Berkner Station and 
French Village, on the Louisville and Nashville 
Road, at 6 o’clock this morning. Both men are 
colored farmers, and were engaged in clearing 
forty acres of woodland which they had just 
leased, Jealousy led to an open rupture be- 
tween the two friends, which terminated in 
this morning’s tragedy. Washington was married 
to a white woman and suspected Honesty of try- 
ing alienate the affections of his wife. Wars of 
words brought on fistic encounters and yesterday 
the two men separated, Honesty taking his cook- 
ing utensils and starting housekeeping in a small 
cabin adjoining that of Washington.

The man is sixty-eight years of age, with 
very gray hair. His manner was coo! and col- 
lecied and he entered into the details of the trag- 
edy in about the same manner he would discuss 
the sale of his farm produce. was up a little 
earlier than usual this morniug,” be said, “and in 
looking out the window saw Washington 
stealing some of my corn fodder. He 
has made a practice of stealing my fodder and 
other things, and | ofien told him so, but he de- 
vied it. I went to the door and told him to get 
away, and he became very angry and wanted to 
fight. J wentinside and locked the door, and 
lie picked up two hatchets and commenced 
chopping at my door and tried to break 
It open. He then leit but came back again with 
a revolver and shot twiee through chinks inthe 
side of the house. I told him to go away or he 
would be sorry. and he went. Shortiy afterwards 
I saw him coming towards my house 
again, and he looked as if he was 
very angry. I thought he was going to kill me.

I went to the house of 
Mr. Deppe, ana told him what had happened, 
and he advised me to come to Belleville and give 
myself up.“ Honesty was lodged in jail to await 
the result of the Coroner’s inquest which will be 
held this afternoon. Washington formerly re- 
sided on Poplar between Third and Fourth 
streets in St. Louis.

STATE SOLONS. 


Doings of Our Legislators at Jefferson City 
--Various Men and Measures. 
Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, March 1.—Breck Jones, in 
the course of his remarks upon the illfated elec- 
tive bill, this morning was reading extracts 
clipped from the St. Louis newspapers showing 
| that the press was opposed to the measure, and he 
selected a clipping from the. Republican, after 
quoting which he said, That is a good Democratic 
newspaper, isn’t it?“ There was a yell of fifty 
voices uniting in a sonorous “No,” and Mr. Jones 
was for a moment discomfited. The debate on 
the bill was not as spicy as had 
been * but abounded in personal insin- 
uations. r. Ea Butler came in for a vortion of 
the discussion as a “boss” and “brazen-faced 
blacksmith.” Judge got back at Jones and Kent 
with some strong allusions to “‘silk-stocking Dem- 
ocrats who do not 1 — the people that elect- 
ed them.” John M. Glover had made ample prep- 
aration for an elaborate argument upon the con- 

stitutionality of the bill, but declined to deliver a 

pre tape oration this evening. He left for St. 

uis to-night. B. P. Taaffe and Thomas Cleary, 
the last of the Uhrig’s Cave delegation, 
also returned. There isa very fair prospect for 


the St. Louis Scheme and Charter by a vote of the 
people at an election which the Municipal Assem- 
bly must order upon petition of 1,000 voters. The 
idea of the bil] is to force the incorporation of 
St. Louis as a city of the first class under the gen- 
eral law. Legislation for St. Louis from Jefferson 
City will then become so voluminous as to require 
frequent special sessions of the General Assem- 
biy. The action of the Senate committee 
in reporting adversely upon the Pelice Comunis- 
sioner bill surprised some of the friends of 
the measure, as a report without recom- 
mendation was expected. Tie Committee on Crimi- 
nal Jurisprudence guve the pool bill final consid- 
eration to-day and agreed upon amendments that 
simply make the selling of pools a felony in Mis- 
souri. The report will be made to-morrow morn- 
ing, and tho bill will be considered finally on next 
Tuesday. The Committee on Criminal Ju ispru- 
dence of the Senate will also report favorably to- 
morrow npon Hathaway’s amendment to the 
Johnson gambling law, adding to the felony and 
minor imprisonment clauses, a fine of 
not less than $100 or over 81,000. 
The House held two sessions to-day, and trans- 
acted a vast amount of routine business. Bills 
passed increasing the pay of the chief clerks of 
the Secretary of State and the State Treasurer. to 
$2,000, and increasing the allowance for deputtes 
for. County Clerks. The McGrath immigration 
bili went the way of all flesh. The coal oil in- 
spection bill came up for third reading, but owing 
to improper eugrossment was laid over until to- 
morrow. The principal work done seems to be 
the defeating of bills. The farmers’ caucus of 
fifty-five seeins to consider every question, and in 
the House voted solidly. Particularly do they vote 
against every measure with a s mark in it 
whether it bea measure good or bad. A more 
mischevious and expensive organization could 
not be imagined. ‘The bill to repeal the present 
dog law was ordered to engrossment in the House 
to-day. That was a subject of discussion at the 
Farmers’ Ciub to-night, ana they resolved as one 
man to fight its ultimate passage. The Farmers’ 
Club is committed to adjournment on the seventieth 
day. They standin dread of the 81 per diem. 


Talk is growing stronger of a special session, 
and it is apparent that much impor- 
tant legislation will be unattend to 


on the 15th inst. The matter of permanent im- 
rovements for the Penitentiary has pot as yet 
wen broached in either house, as no one seems 

to have perfected any plan.

DOCTORS’ DISCUSSIONS. 


Homeopathic Institution—The State Board 
of Health Bill. 


The Homeopathic Institute reconvened this 
morning at 10:30 o’clock at the Lindell. 

The Bureau of Education, Legislation and Sta- 
tistics was first called upon. 

Papers were presented by Dr. F. T. Cassidy, 
of Kansas City, on “A Few Notes on Important 
Subjects,” and by Dr. D. T. Abell, of Sedalia, on 
“Legislation.” The billnow before the Legisla- 
ture, creating a State medical examining board 
interested the Homeeopathisis to such 
an extent that the whole morning was 


consumed in an excited discussion of the subject. 
The general impression seemed to be that there 
would be an effort to exclude homeopathic phy- 
sicians from holding positions on the board. Dr. 
W. J. Harris submitted the following resolution: 
Whereas, there is a bill now pending before the 
Legislature, introduced by Senator Bland and 
entitled an act creping a Board of 
Healtn for the State of Missouri, defining 
its duties and powers and fixing the compensa- 
tion of its officers; therefore, resolved, that 
this matter be referred to the Bureau of Legisla- 
tion with full power to actin the premises. and 
that the members of bureau be instructed to con- 
fer with the Legislators during the present ses- 
sion and endeavor to have the 
word Homoeopathic inserted in the third 
section of said bill. The resolution was unan- 
imously adopted. 

A resolution was also snbmitted by Dr. J. C. 
Morgan, of rr as follows: 

Resolved, That this society endorse the present 
efforts of the American! Institute of Homeopathy 
to procure for homeopathic graduates in medicine 
the same privileges of entering the United States 
Army and Navy, as are accorded graduates of 
the oid schools, and also that the joint resolution 
now pending in Congress intended to accom- 
2 this end should pass in the interests of 

air play, equal rights and even-handed justice to 
citizens. 
Papers were presented on “Psychological Med- 
icine” by J. M. Kershaw, M. D., of St. Louis, and 
Julia M. Haywood, M. D., of St. Joseph. 
After a short intermission for lunch. the subjects 
of “Chemical Medicine” “Provings” and Pac- 
dology” were discussed at length. The Institute 
expects to finish its labors by six o’clock this 
Soman when a formal adjournment will be ta- 
Fehn. 

DR. H. W. WESTOVER, 
president of the institute, was asked what objec- 
tions the homœopath sts had to the bill for the ex- 
amining board. 
We do not like it,” said the doctor, “because 
it is framed to exclude us, and we are afraid that 
under it we will have no show at all and our graa- 
uates will not have the chance they ought to have. 
We want homeeopathists to examine homaopath- 
ic appricants.“ 
Does the bill exclude Homeopaths?“ 
No; it does not name any school, but we want 
it to specify that we shall have a chance atthe 
board, because there always have been and are 
a large number of allopaths in the Legislature 
whose influence is strong, and they will ignore us 
altogether if the law is not fixed right. Oh! you 
needn't smile, it will be fixed: you can count on 
that.

It 
takes 300 slates, each eight by twelve inches, 
to cover what is technically knownas a 
“square” of roof (a space measuring ten feet 
each way), but 150 of these shingles will 
suffice for the same space. Slates lap on 
the ends in the roofing, but the shingles lap 
on the sides. It has been proved by experi- 
ment that of two-adjacent houses, one cover- 
ed with slate and the other with translucent 
glass, the heat of a room near the roof in the 
former building will exceed that of one simi- 
larly situated in the latter, during summer, 
by thirteen degrees, glass roofs are also 
warm in winter. Glass is otherwise a non- 
conductor of electricity, and houses’ with 
these roofs will need no lightning conductors. 
Although the kind of giass intended to be 
used inthese shingles is non-transparent, 
yet spaces for sky-lights may be filled with 
transparent glass. ‘he exposed parts of the 
shingles are corrugated to increase the 
strength and carry off the water. The firm 
will construct the shingles in handsome dia— 
mond shapes, and they can be supplied in 
any color required, or of no color if pre- 
ferred.

Poison in the Sultan’s Palace. 
From the St. James’s Gazette. 
In November last Gen. Fuad Pasha was 


arrested and was tried by a tribunal in the 
Palace of Yilditz. The charges against him 
were of a vague character, but they were 
founded upon some rash after-dinner talk at- 
tributed to Fuad, who is communicative 
over his champagne. The tribunal found 
nothing against him, and he was released 
and resumed his duties as aide-de-camp to 
the Sultan. About three weeks afterward 
he was again arrested and confined in one 
of the kiosks in the paiace grounds. No 
charges were brought against him, but he 
remained under arrest till the 28th of Jan- 
uary, when he was released. 


A private letter from Constantinople tells 


us how the hero of Katchielewo and Elena 
regained his liborty: ‘After remaining in 
confinement for more than three weeks, 
Fuad deciared to his attendants that he could 
endure it no longer, and that he would rather 
die than continue to live under such per- 
secution as that to which he was subjected: 
he was resolved to take no more food. His 
attendants thought this was merely a facon 
de parler. But Fuad stuck to his word, and 
for three days he ate no solid food; but he 
smoked all day long, consuming eighty toa 
hundred cigarettesa day. On theevening of 
the third day he had a sort of cataleptic fit, 
and remained ina comatose condition for 
some hours. This caused much alarm; and 
the First Chamberlain told the story of the 
Sultan, who exclaimed, If he dies, what 
will they say outside?“ The Chamberlain 
replied, ‘It will be saidthat Fuad Pasha 
was poisoned in the palace.’ Whereupon the 
Sultan ordered that Fuad should be sent 
home, with a present of £500 to console him 
for what he had undergone.”’

Vinita and Its Surroundings--Wichita and Its 


Neighborhood-- Russian Mennonites - A 
Tourist’s Notes. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
VINITA. CHEROKEE NATION, I. T., March 1.— 
A trip through Missouri, Kansas jand the Indian 
Territory, commonplace enough, perhaps, to those 
familiar with the West, is, to one born and reared 
inthe South, as has been your correspondent, 
something akin to a revelation. I find myself at 
almost every mile *involuntarily contrasting the 
general condition of things inthe Sunny Land 
with that of affairs inthis country. Inthe South: 
Poor, worn out fields; rotten, cranky rail fences: 
rickety, tumble-down barns, grindstones and 
farm-houses; cumbrous, mournfnily creaking ox- 
wagons drawn by slow, poky ox-teams: ancient 
agricultural “machinery ;” crowds of lazy. thritt- 
less negroes; no corn, no hogs, no cattle, no am- 
bition, no enterprise, no push, no credit, no rail- 
roads; silence, inactivity, decay. In the West: 
Rich lands, triumphantly exhibiting samples of 
last, or smiling with indications of the coming 
season’s crops; firm wire fences, well-kept hedges 
or stone walls, neat, comfortable dwellings, bri-k 
mule-teams, light, serviceable wagons, modern 
labor-saving farm appliances, few negroes—no 
idle ones, corn and hay beyond weight and 
measurement, hogs, horses, sheep, live stock of 
every kind in abundance, locomotives—civiliza- 
tion’s trumpeters—running in every direction, all 
bustle, pluck, activity and progress. There 
seems to be a quality in the very atmosphere to 
set men’s blood going, to conquer circumstances 
and produce happiness and prosperity. Mind, I 


am but —1 45 there are as good people 
and as good lands in the South as there are any- 
where, and the West is not without its worthless 
inhabitants and poor lands. I am striving to 
state a difference, however, which really does 
exist. 

My journey of a few weeks has comprised 
Halstead, West Girard, North Vinita, I. T., and 
the Southwest. : 

A few random notes, which will not by any 
means attempt to cover the entire route, will, I 
trust, not prove wholly uninteresting. 

Halstead is a healthy,bouncing infant, tne ter- 
minus of the Kansas division of the St. Louis and 
Francisco Road, and composed nearly altogether 
ot Eastern —— It is a fine business point, 
beautifully located. 

Some ten miles from the depot is a colony of 
Russian Mennonites, numbering several hundred 
families, who, but a few years from the mother 
country, have made the territory round about 
blossom like the rose. Their land is not the best, 
but they are frugal and industrious. They brought 
some money with them and have since accumu- 
lated much more. With their raugh features 
long unkempt hair and beard and heavy, fur-lined 
Russian coats, they present a picturesque appear- 
ance. They have built a house of worship in the 
town, and service, resembling that of the Greek 
Church, is regularly heid. 

Traveling eastward from Halstead one finds the 
line dotted with bright and flourishing 
towns which have 
in a way characteristically American. Such are 
Sedgwick, Wichita, Augusta, Leon, Severy and 
Fall River. Wichita, fin Sedgwick county, is a 
wonder in its way. It has literaily outgrown it- 
self. Its inhabitants, many of whom are German, 
nave found a city on their hands, with the re- 
reqeirements and demands of a city, almost be- 
fore they were aware of it. The place centers in 
a rich agricultural district. Its cattle business is 
not as large as formerly, Fort Dodge being its 
successor in that line. 

Fall River. Greenwood county,is quite young, 
but taking rapid steps forward. There is prob- 
ably no better land in the State than that sur- 
rounding this point, and it is populated by monied 
men, too. 

As tothe cost of land along this route I am in- 
formed that some of the finest bottoms may be 
had at a price not exceeding $20 an acre, other se- 
lections proportionately less. 
Everywhere both farmers and 
speak cheerfully, and are expectant 
of paying returns — the season. 
True, the severe weather has effected its natural 
losses and discouragements, but everything con- 
sidered, the outlook is very promising. 

In Wichita, Augusta and their surrounding 
neighborhood one hears much talk about those 
rather threadbare and entirely disconnected sub- 
jects, the James boys and the Oklohoma coloniza- 
tion scheme. When not engaged in booming the 
territory. Payne, the * irrepressible, usually 
honors Wichita with his presence. His neighbors 
and old army companions, (I have canvassed 
with some of the latter) give him areckless dare- 
devil kind of character, possessed of some good 
traits, yet not burt with stability or high purpose, 
despite his alleged efforts to benefit the would-be 
colonists. No doubt there is something under the 
surface of this Oklahoma business which will 
bubble upintime. Some who pretend to know 
aeclare that Payneis backed by more than one 
powerful railway corporation. Many in Sedg- 
wick and Butler counties are in hearty sympathy 
with him and his plans. Quite a crowd from 
these counties joined him in his latest at- 
tempt. They returned about two weeks 
ago, not having fired a shot and are 
a sadly dejected set. They seem to regard it as a 
very Payne-ful affair. The company which order- 
ed them out of the Territory was partly composed 
of negroes, and one of the colonists from Augus- 
ta, so it is related. on being commanded to “git,” 
shook his fist at the uniformed darkeys in helpless 
rage, and shouted: “Yes, you blankety blanked 
niggers, I shouldered my musket and fought four 
year to free you, and thſs is my reward! Blanked 
if I'd do it again if they hang me to every tree in 
the land!” So does time work changes. 
Regarding the James boys, the general opinion, 
so tar as I have heard it expressed in Kansas and 
Missouri, and my eare have been open, is that the 
oor boys were unfortunate; they were forced in- 
o outlawry ; they were more “sinned against than 
sinning;” men of nobler qualities never lived; 
Frank James ought to be and will be 
allowed to o scot free, etc., ete... 
What does such bosh show? Clearly a loose 
regard for the majesty of the law and a poor 
standard of morality. 

And this leads me to remark that while the 
Westisa great West and has in her borders 
some of the best people in the world, yet with 
sorrow be it said, it is yet a wicked, wicked West. 
The sound of the oath is far more resonant and

THE LAW COURTS. 


Surfeit of Damage Cases—Railroad Compa- 
nies Arraigned—Careless Emplvyes. 


Juage Adams has set the example for relieving 
the pressure on a crowded trial docket by open- 
ing court at 9 o’clock in the morning. The ar- 
rangement is somewhat distasteful to jurors and 
to the court officials who take early morn- 
ing riding exercise, but the Judge acts 
upon the principle that one hour saved 


before noon is worth two after the midday recess. 
Addresses to the jury were made by counsel this 
morning in Court No. 1. in the malicious prasecu- 
tion case of Thelen against Lachmund and the 
1 Day Distilling Company. The plaintiff 
it willbe remembered was arrested here and 
taken to Sedalia ona charge of embezzieing a 
barrel of whisky valued at $150. The case was 
dismissed by the Magistrate at Sedalia. 

| The damage case of William Eaton against the 
| Illinois and St. Louis Bridge Company went to 
| trial before noon in Judge Adams’ court. This is 
a Claim for $10,000 damages on account of perma- 
neut bodily injuries sustained by a 
driver of one of the mail wagons On the 
morning of the 18th of May, 1882, he drove his 
wagon up tothe mail car of the Iron Mountain 
train, which had just arrived on track No. 9 in 
the yards of the Union Depot. It was necessary 
to back the wagon against the doors of the mail 
car to receive the mail, and while 
the plaintiff was inside the box 
arranging the pouches for conveyance 
to the Post-ofiice a train managed by servants of 
the company backed up the yard towards the 
Twelfth street bridge. The rear car collided with 
the mail wagon and the plaintiff was thrown vio- 
lently between the mail car and the wagon, re- 


ceiving serious injuries about the 
head and spine. in behalf of the 
injured driver it is claimed that the 


train moving backwards was not guarded in the 
rear and that no contributory negligence could be 
charged to the wagon-ariver since it was the cus- 
tom for mail wagons and express wagons to drive 
across the tracks in the Union Depot yards to 
reach the incoming trains. 

THE ’FRISCO EXTENSION. 

In Judge Horner’s court this morning the case 
of the St. Louis and Sap Francisco Kailway Com- 
pany against Lucian R. Blackmer et al. a con- 
demnation proceeding was called up. The com- 
— is anxious to complete the construction of 
ts new line from Franklin to the 
Union Depot, but an obstruction is 
offered by a few property owners along the line of 
Gratiot and Cooper streets and Summit avenue. 
The case will be heard on a demurrer to be set up 
by the defendants in this case. 

In Judge Lubke's Court an amended answer 
was filed this morning in the damage case 
of the Raffertys against the Missour: Pacific 
railway company. The plaintiff sued the com- 
pany forthe. loss of a boy’s life on the tracks at 
the front of Chanteau avenue. The case reached 
atrial a short time since, but the jury were dis- 
charged after the evidence of the first witness had 
been submitted, and the plaintiff's were 
aliowed 10 amend their petition. 
The company presents à copious answer today 
alleging that the lad’s death was the result of his 
own negligence. He was playing on the switches 
and across the tracks at the Toot of Chouteau 
avenue and had been repeatedly warned not to do 


so. The day in question he mounted 
the root of a box-car standing on 
the switch and was knocked down 


run over and killed by the rear cars of a moving 
freight train detached near the switch. The com- 
pany complains that boys are in the habit of play- 
ing in the freight yards and across the track, and 
should not be held responsible for accideuts that 
can be directly attributed to carelessness and 
heedlessness on the part of lads old enough to 
look out for approaching danger.

THE CREEK WAR. 


—_ 


Causes That Led to the Rebellion 
of Spauhitchee. 


A Crafty Revolutionist--A Brief History of 


Derived From General Pleasant Porter. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON CiTy, March 1—About a month 
ago, Gen. Pleasant{ Porter, of the Creek Nation 
Was at the State capital, and spent several days 
with ex-Lieut.-Gov. Brokmeyer, who introduced 
him to various State officers and Assemblymen. 
Gen. Porter is a tall, swarthy, black-muzzled 
man of extremely quiet manners and a voice of 
velvety softness. Five minutes’ conversation with 
him establishes him asa person of intellig:nce, 
rarely met with. I do not mean “intelligent for 
an Indian,” but a man whose broad and liberal 
education makes him prominent in any council, 
whether it bein his own nation or at Washington, 
where he has been sent term after term to guard 
its rights. The piercing, restiess black eyes that 
look ont from under a noble forehead rather bely 
the soft voice, and when aroused to his theme 
there is an emphasis to the tones and a settling 
of the square jaws that make one the more 
ready to believe the stories of 
the General’s personal prowess as 


told by admiring acquaintances. He was a wel- 
come guest, and the center each evening of his 
stay of a select gathering of men of brains 
whom he more than entertained with his accounts 
of lite among the Indians, the origin of tribes, 
their systems of government, anda dozen other 
topics as novel as interesting. He was called 
away from Jefferson City to proceed at once to 
Muscogee, the capital of the Creek Nation, and 
assume command of the Constitutional forces and 


March against the rebel Spauhitchee. I have 
seen his name _ spelled a dozen »ways, 
but this is correct. Partly from 


General Porter, during his stay, and from Mr. 
Brokmeyer, to whom the history of the Creek 
and Cherokee nations is an open page, I can 
rive you a true account of the causes that have 
ed to an internecine strife that will, when the 
leaves come out in the spring, become a war of 
extermination. When Indians fight with each 
other it is to the death. Spauhitchee has for 
nearly two years had his hand raised against the 
regular ‘government of the Creek Nation. 
About three weeks ago he came 
to Muscogee, not as a suppers asking 
for mercy, but as a warrior ma ng terms. He 
was met oy Checote, the Creek chief, who is a 
very wise but very firm old man, who asked him 
on what terms would he disperse his rebellious 
band, He replied that he demanded for himself 
and followers 

FULL AMNESTY, 

an abandonment of the present Constitution, and 
a returu to the social and political organization 
that obtained among the Creeks before the war. 
He was toid that the first demand would be grant- 
ed, but as to the latter it was out 
of the question. Spauhitchee then returned 
to his camp and brandished in the air the hatchet 
of war, as did his motley band of 300. To under- 
stand the full force of the demands made by 
Spauhitchee it will be necessary to give some his- 
tury. The Creek Nation was for many years 
undera system of government pronounced b 

some political economists the best ever devised. 
The nation was divided into two classes—the 
Kowetahs and the Tustaconcas. The latter were 


the warriors, and they selected the chief, 
not from their own ranks, but = from 
the Kowetahs. Thus was nepotism made 


impossible. This chief was the man of peace, the 
man with the white plume. He selected a war- 
rior chief who led the Tustaconcasto battle. The 
Kowetalls never entered the fleld. The customs 
roverning the career of the chief. as to his place 
fi either division, seem a little intricate. but were 
periectly satisfactory to the people. There were 
no printed laws in those days, as now, and the de- 
crees of the chief, as arrived at through consul- 
tation with the wise men, who were in turn in- 
structed by the Hadjiis or village chiefs, 
were taught from mouth to mouth. 
Yet Gov. Bi okmeyer says better or wiser laws for 
the promotion of morality and the protection of 
life and property were never designed by mortal 
man The Creek Nation was, when the rebellion 
broke out, the weaithiest section of this of any 
other country, and in a condition of prosperity to 
which the present seems only a ruin. The Creeks 
owned slaves in large numbers. The celebrated 
Marshall Plantation was worked by 1.000 Africans, 
all owned by one man, and it was certainly 
the finest farm on the Continent at that 
time. The population of the Nation di- 
vided on the question of the Union about . 
and then followed a war of exterminatio n. and the 
fair land was raided and run over, fifst by one 
side and then the other, the pathway of either 
being lit up by the blaze of burning farm-houses 
barns and cotton gins. When peace was at last 
declared the fair land of the Creeks was a land- 
scape of ruins. In 1866 the Creeks executed a 
new treaty with the Government, the latter, of 
course, demanding the freedom of the slaves and 
an allotment of land to each which
